1 . THE LOCAL PAN AM REP (BOCWINSKI) INFORMS US THAT ON MARCH 28 
HE RECEIVED A LETTER FROM THE CENTRAL BOARD OF CIVIL AVIATION 
REFUSING APPROVAL FOR PAN AM'S MOST RECENT REQUEST FOR EXTENSION 
OF SERVICE INTO WARSAW (REF A). IN THE LETTER, WHICH IS SIGNED 

BY THE DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF THE BOARD (ZYLICZ), THE GOP REFUSES 
TO ALLOW (A) DAILY FLIGHTS BETWEEN WARSAW AND VIENNA, (B) STOP- 
OVER RIGHTS IN VIENNA FOR TRANSITING PASSENGERS, AND (C) EXTENSION
